A MIDNIGHT SENSATION. 
Fight On The Indravelli. 


Third Officer Stabbed. 


What appears to have been brutal and 
murderous arsault tovk place on beard tho 
Indeavolli, in'‘the harbour, at a lato hour 
last night, From tho particulars which wo 
have gathered, which wo print with all 
roservo, it seems that several membera of 
tho crew who were on shore during tho 
evening retuincd to the ship somewhere 
about midnight last night, 

Tt is alleged that they were—or some of 
them wore— under the influenco.of liquor, 
and on gaining the deck of the vessot an 
altercation arose betweon them. ‘The 
third officer, hearing tho noise they are 
anid to have been making, went on deck 
and remonetrated with them, 

The men were not in an amiable frame 


of mind and they did not feel inctined to }, 


ficten to what the third officer was saying. 
Howover, beyond words, nothing happened 
thon and the men went forward to their 
quarters, 

Shortly afterwards, however—almost 
iminediately 4t is eaid—they returned and | 
attacked the third mate. A struggle fol- 
towed, in the course of which tho officer 
was xeverely etabbed. 

His crien aud the commotion consequent 
upon the struggle, roused the remaining 
oflivers of (ho ship, who, together with the 
captain, came on deck and saw the afiay. 

After some difficulty thoy succeeded in 


assorting their authority and, itis reported, }' 


ine of the crew were clapped in irons and 


put below, while the wounded man was |* 


attended to as promptly as possible, He 
was suffering from several stu wounds, 
“one in the back and one in the side, while 
thore were alse othpr gashew about hia 
body. 

His state appeared 6o sorions that his 
removal to Uho tospital war considered 
wocessary ond bo was tulen to the Govern 
ment Civil Hospital, in which institution 
ho still remains. His condition is serious 
and grave doubls are entertained as to hia 
ultimate recovery. 

‘This morning, when the seriousness of 
the crime became apparent, the captain of 
the Indravelli sent for the Water Police 
aud those members of the erew who are 
alleged to have been concerned in the 
attack have been arrested. In all: prob- 
ability they will appear before the Court
